Hello  again  and  welcome  to  Nummus  Mundi  #3  We  had  intended  to  mail  this  issue  in  late 
September,  but  then  again,  you  probably  know  about  "the  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men  However, 
the  delay  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  include  many  new  purchases  and  the  resulting  publication  is  real¬ 
ly  a  double  issue,  one  that  we  re  very  proud  of,  both  for  the  comprehensive  selection  of  material  of¬ 
fered  and  its  method  of  presentation  We  hope  you  enjoy  it  and  we  look  forward  to  receiving  your 
orders 

Once  again,  delivery  of  Nummus  Mundi  #2  was  erratic  We  mailed  them  in  early  June  but  one  Min¬ 
neapolis  gentleman  received  it  three  days  ago  (Oct  26)  Of  course  this  is  an  extreme  example  but  it 
does  seem  that  as  with  death  (too  soon)  and  taxes  (too  high),  poor  mail  service  (too  slow)  is  something 
we  re  going  to  have  to  live  with 

Since  our  |une  list  was  mailed,  we  have  attended  several  major  conventions,  the  largest  of  which  was 
the  ANA  convention  at  St  Louis  We  need  quite  a  bit  of  new  material  on  a  regular  basis,  so  it  was  most¬ 
ly  a  buying  show  for  us,  as  are  most  conventions  we  attend  these  days  We  were  very  pleased  with  our 
purchases,  many  of  which  are  listed  herein,  but  we  were  very  disappointed  with  the  quantity  — not 
nearly  enough  choice  material1  This  trend,  though  not  really  a  new  situation  — just  more  critical  —was 
also  evident  at  the  fall  Long  Beach  convention  and  at  the  International  Numismatic  Society  conven¬ 
tion  in  Washington,  D  C  In  each  case,  there  were  more  buyers  than  sellers  of  top  quality  coins  There 
is  really  a  lot  of  money  available  these  days  for  rare  coin  purchases  Obviously,  many  more  people 
realize  what  a  good  investment  rare  coins  have  been  and  what  a  poor  investment  U  S  dollars  have 
been  In  fart,  for  those  of  you  who  have  not  heard  by  now,  a  new  world's  record  price  was  paid  for  a 
rare  coin  at  the  ANA  a  few  months  ago  — $430,000  00  for  a  Brasher  Doubloon  At  this  rate  the  half 
million  dollar  mark  is  not  far  off  Who  knows,  by  the  time  you  read  this,  it  may  already  be  a  fait  ac¬ 
compli,  but  if  not,  it  won't  be  long 

If  you  have  been  considering  an  addition  to  your  numismatic  holdings,  primarily  for  investment  pur¬ 
poses,  do  it  now  Of  course  you  can  always  invest  in  coins,  but  the  overall  quality  of  the  portfolio  ac¬ 
quired  now  will  be  higher  than  a  group  formed  in  the  years  to  come,  simply  because  much  choice 
material  will  be  off  the  market  and  the  highest  average  grades  available  then  will  be  significantly 
lower  than  what  is  available  now 


THE  INFORMATION  EXPLOSION 

The  so-called  "information  explosion”  is  certainly  no  stranger  to  numismatics.  The  price  of  a  com¬ 
prehensive  numismatic  library  can  rival  the  value  of  a  good  collection  and  new  titles  are  appearing  on 
an  increasingly  regular  basis  Publishing  costs  are  also  increasing  and  cover  prices  of  new  books  are 
really  high  Are  they  worth  it?  For  the  most  part  — yes,  for  the  individual  with  the  most  information  at 
hand  is  king  This  is  as  true  for  numismatics  as  for  any  other  field  The  more  you  know,  the  more  suc¬ 
cessfully  you  can  participate  in  a  market 

The  price  catalogue  is  usually  the  type  of  book  a  collector  wants  first  for  it  answers  his  most  basic 
question,  "How  much  is  it  worths”  These  catalogues  normally  contain  minimal  historical  information, 
but  rather  have  a  good  listing  of  coins,  dates,  mintage  figures,  some  technical  data  and  current  valua¬ 
tions  (at  the  time  of  compilation),  for  several  grades  Other,  more  narrative  books,  concentrate  on  the 
historical  aspects  of  coinage  Collectors  usually  acquire  these  after  the  price  catalogues,  though 
perhaps  the  opposite  would  be  more  beneficial 

When  buying  or  selling,  whoever  has  the  greatest  knowledge  of  current  values  in  a  particular  series 
should  theoretically  have  the  advantage  Except  in  the  case  of  specialists  and  advanced  collectors, 
dealers  have  this  knowledge,  carefully  acquired  over  years  of  trading  Some  dealers  jealously  guard 
their  meticulously  and  often  expensively  gained  expertise  in  a  given  area,  maintaining  the  view  that 
their  knowledge  is  their  most  valuable  asset  Others  generously  share  their  hard-earned  knowledge 
with  collectors  and  in  fact  often  publish  their  information  so  that  all  of  us  can  en|oy  and  benefit  from 
their  labor  This  cataloguer  subscribes  to  the  latter  position  and  in  the  broad  view  feels  it  is  the  com¬ 
mon  sense  attitude  toward  numismatic  information  The  more  collectors  and  investors  knovs  about 
their  field  of  interest,  the  more  comfortable  they  (you)  will  feel  about  participating  in  the  market,  to 
the  benefit  of  all  concerned 

In  the  interests  of  scholarship  and  commerce,  we  are  offering  in  this  issue  some  books  of  general  in¬ 
terest  Of  particular  importance  are  the  Davenport  books  on  European  talers  and  crowns,  a  series 
which  no  world  crown  collector  should  be  without  We  ll  offer  other  titles  in  future  lists,  but  if  there  is 
a  special  book  you  need  and  can  t  find,  ask  us  and  we  ll  try  to  get  it  for  you  Now,  on  to  the  coins  — and 
medals  — and  paper  money  — and  books!

The  Pobioy  Mint  of  Sutton,  Surrey,  England 
has  offered  the  following  as  a  possible  explana¬ 
tion  for  the  existence  of  these  interesting  mules. 

Prior  to  the  minting  of  silver  Ascension  Island 
crowns,  some  trial  strikes  were  produced  to  test 
the  Ascension  reverse  These  trials  were  made 
with  an  Isle  of  Man  obverse.  The  trial  pieces 
were  supposed  to  have  been  re-melted  but  they 
apparently  were  confused  with  other  Isle  of 
Man  crowns  which  were  probably  melted  in¬ 
stead  and  so  the  mules  got  into  some 
collector's  hands  rather  than  the  regular  Isle  of 
Man  tercentenary  issue  crowns 

It  has  been  estimated  that  less  than  3 75  were 
struck  making  this  the  scarcest  of  the  well 
known  mules  of  recent  times.
